“Mil- 
lennium” means a thousand years. 
This is purely Scriptural. There 
will be a thousand years of right- 
eousness on the _ earth. Thé 
prophets have looked down 
through the annals of future time 
to a golden day, the millennium, 
a thousand years of justice. 


1. There Will Be Peace 


There will be a golden day. 
The wolf and the lamb will lie down 


together. This will take place 
when Jesus comes. In _ Isaiah’s 
fleventh chapter beginning at 


verse six, we read, “The wolf also 
shall dwell with the lamb, and the 
leopard shall lie down with the 
kid; and the calf and the young 
tion and the fatling together; and 
gp little child shall lead them.” 
This is a picture of peace. The 
Scripture does not say that a lit- 
tle child shall sing a song or quote 
a verse of Scripture in Sunday 
School. Of course, children may 
do this and that is fine, but this 
Scripture does not mean that. It 
means that a little child shall lead 
a lion, and the lion will not harm 
the child, because peace will pre- 
vail in the world. “And the cow 
and the bear shall feed; their 
young ones shall lie down togeth- 
er: and the lion shall eat straw 
like the ox.” Think of it. Peace 
in this world! Even the ferocious 
and .carnivorous lion shall be as 
docile and tame as a kitten and 
shall “eat straw like the ox. 
Peace. No war in all the world. 
While this world is under the 
eurse of sin it i- impossible for 
men to avert war permanently. 
War began when Satan rebelled 
against God. No sooner was man 
created than Satan attacked God 
by striking at man, for he was a 
special object of God’s love. There 
has been war in the world from 
that day to this. War is a diabol- 
ical institution with a diabolical 
origin and purpose. It wil] cease 
only when Jesus Christ comes and 
casts Satan into the bottomless 
pit. Man cannot end war because 
he cannot defeat Satan, who is 
the source of war. 


God instituted human jgovern- 
ment; and in so doing, He said, 
“Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, by 
man shall his blood be shed” (Gen. 
9:6). The same law which says, 
“Thou shalt not kill,” provides the 
death penalty for those who kill. 
Government has a God-given right 
to take life. Of course, God will 
deal wita Governments for the 
misuse “or abuse or this right. As 
Christians we are exhorted to be 
subject to civil authorities, for the 
“powers that be are ordained of 
God” (Rom. 13:1). And until 
Jesus Christ returns to put all 
things under His dominian, there 
will be wars and rumors of wars. 
A scheme to discredit the Word of 
God hatches in Germany; and 
Higher Criticism, so-called, is born. 
The philosophy of the survival of 
the fittest brings forth its fruit— 
and the world is soaked in blood. A 
“war to end wars” is fought, a 
war to “make the world safe for 
democracy.” It is a_ righteous 
cause; and through suffering and 
tribulation nations are brought to 
God. The aggressive nations are 
vanquished, and there is “‘peace on 


earth” again. But it is not a 
durable peace, It is man-made 
peace. 


A League of Nations is formed, 
and ower the door of the Peace 
Palace are inscribed the words, 
“Peace and Safety.” But “when 
they say, Peace and safety, then 
sudden destruction cometh upon 
them, as travail upon a woman 
with child.” Out of the same 
Germany that produced the Sec- 
ond Reich comes a Third Reich, a 
murderous Nazi Germany with her 
Mein Kampf a.d her hatred of the 
Bible, with her racial prejudice 
and her cruel persecution of the 
people to whom God promised, “I 
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When Jesus Comes 


will bless them that bless thee, 
and curse him that curseth thee” 
(Gen. 12:3). 


This Nazi Germany in a mad, 
ruthless campaign to crush the 
freedom from liberty-loving and 
peace-loving peoples runs amucsé 
among the nations of Eurasia. 
Free people are forced to flight 
It is a righteous war. Backslidden 
Britain, apostate Russia, and sin- 
loving America, so far from the 
God of our fathers, join in an 
effort to bring enduring peace. A 
price must be paid. We suffer for 
our freedom, or for our sins, but 
we fight a righteous war! 

Wars will come, and fight we 
must! Man split the atom and 
brought temporary peace, but he 
is as powerless to end war per- 
manently as he is to stop the 
wind from blowing or the sun 
from shining. 

Do not cal] me a pessimist. I 
tell you, when Jesus comes He is 
going to change things. “And he 
shall judge among the nations, 
and shall rebuke many people: 
and they shall beat their swords 
into plowshares, and their spears 
into pruning hooks.” They wilil 
not need these instruments of war, 
for “nation shall not lift up sword 
against nation, neither shall they 
learn war any more’ (Isa. 2:4). 
Peace! World peace! Why? Be- 
cause Jesus is going to reign, and 
He is the Prince of Peace. 

The Curse Will Be Taken Away 

The curse that is now on the 
world will be taken away when 
Jesus comes. When Adam and 
Eve ate the fruit from the forbid- 
den tree in the Garden of Eden, 
God not only placed a curse upon 
the fallen pair and upon the ser- 
pent, but He said to Adam, “Curs- 
ed is the ground for thy sake” 
(Gen. 3:17). When God said that, 
in my imagination I can see luxur- 
iant gardens turn to wildernesses. 
I can see verdant valleys as they 
become deserts. Thorns appear 
upon rose bushes, and all nature 
begins to groan and travai] under 
the curse of sin. But when Jesus 
comes that curse will be removed. 

“The wilderness and the solitary 
place shal) be glad for them: and 
the desert shall rejoice, and blos- 
som as the rose. It shall blossom 
abundantly, and rejoice even with 
joy and singing: the glory of Leb- 
anon shall be given unto it, the 
excelLency of Carmel and Sharon, 
they shall see the glory of th- 
Lerd, and -the.excellency of our 


God. Strengthen ye the weax 
hands, and confirm the _ feeble 
knees. Say to them that are of 


a fearful heart, Be strong, fear not: 
behold, your God will come with 
vengeance, even God with a rec- 
ornpence; he will come “and save 
you. Then the eyes of the blind 
will be opened, and the ears of 
the deaf shall be unstopped. Then 
shall the lame man leap as an 
hart, and the tongue of the dumb 
sing; for in the wilderness shall 
waters break out, and streams in 
the desert. And the parched 
ground shal] become a pool, and 
the thirsty land springs of water: 
in the habitatior of dragons, where 
each lay, shall be grass with reeds 
and rushes. And an highway 
shall be there, and a way, and it 
shall be called The way of holiness; 
The unclean shall not pass over it; 
but it shall be for those: the way- 
faring men, though fools, shall not 
enter therein. No lion shall be there, 
nor any ravenous beast shall go up 
thereon, it shall not be founi 
t' ere; but the redeemed shall walk 
there: And the ransomed of the 
Lord shall return, and come to 
Zion with songs and everlasting 
joy upon their heads: they shall 
obtain joy and gladness, and sor- 
row and sighing shall flee away” 
(Isa. 35). 

This beautiful chapter, in which 
every verse is a precious promise 
from Almighty God, has never 
been fulfilled. There is going to 
be a golden age when Jesus comes,

Il. He Will Come Before the 
Millenium 

Now I have said that there are 
different views about the millen- 
niuh. There are the _ a-millen- 
nialists, (co-called because ‘a’ 
means witheut) who do not be- 
lieve there is to be a millennium. 
Although there are many ortho- 
dox scholars and saints who hold 
this view, I am convinced that at 
least a fifth of the Bible is proph- 
ecy pointing to such an age. The 
a-millennialist must either spirit- 
ualize or ‘gnore altogether such 
passages of Scripture as_ those 
cited above. 

There are those who hold that 
the millennium began about the 
time of Constantine and continued 
for a thousand years. There is 
nothing to support this view. The 
Catholics believe this to have been 
a golden age because Catholicism 
flourished at that time. History 
teaches us that these centuries 
were “Dark Ages.” 

There are some who believe that 
we are living in the millennium 
now. We shall not take time or 
space to deal with this obviously 
unfounded, and unsubstantiated 
view. 

The post-millennialists have the 
idea that the world will grow bet- 
ter and better until gradually a 
golden age will dawn and that 
after the millennium Jesus will 
return to find a converted world 
waiting for Him. I, personally, 
am a pre-millennialist. I believe 
that Jesus will come before the 
millennium. Ido not see how 
there can be a millennium of 
peace without the Prince of Peace. 

We réad in Revelation 20:6: 
“Blessed and holy is he that hath 
part in the first resurrection: on 
such the second death hath no 
power, but they shall be priests of 
God and of Christ, and shall reign 
with him a thousand years.” If 
those who have part in the first 
resurrection are going to reign 
with Christ during the thousand 
years, the first resurrection must 
take place before the thousand 
years. It is clear that the first 
resurrection takes place when 
Jesus comes. He must come be- 
fore the thousand years. 

In Matthew 24 we read: “‘As the 
days of Noe were, so shall also 
the coming of the Son of man be. 
For as in the days that were be- 
for the flood they were eating and 
drinking, marrying and giving in 
marriage, until the day that Noe 
entered into th ark, And knew not 
until the flood came, and took 
them al] away; so shall also the 
coming of the Son of man be.” 
Jesus is coming in a time when 
things are as they were in the 
days of Noah. Therefore, He will 
not find a converted world wait- 
ing for Him. These and many 
other passages of Scripture make 
it obvious that His coming is pre- 
millennial. 

Ill. His Coming Will Be Per- 
sonal and Bodily 

The second coming of Jesus will 
be personal and bodily. In John 
14:3 He said to His disciples, “I 
will come again.” When He as- 
cended into Heaven as His disci- 
ples stood looking after Him, two 
angels appear to them and said, 
“Ye men of Galilee, why stand ye 
gazing up into heaven? this same 
Jesus, which is taken up from you 
into heaven, shall so come in like 
manner as ye have seen him go” 
(Acts 1:11). “This same Jesus,’ 
the personal, literal, Son of God, 
the One who was nailed to the 
cross, the One who died with a 
broken heart, “shall so come in 
like manner as yc have seen him 
go.” 

He disappeared in the clouds. 
He will come back in the clouds. 
We read in Revelation 1:7, “Be- 
hold, he cometh with clouds; and 
every eye shall see him.” He dis- 


appeared from the Mount of 
Olives.. He will come back there. 
“His feet shall stand in that day 
upon the mount of Olives, which is 
before Jerusaiem on the east” 
(Zech. 14:4). The Lord Jesus 
Christ, Himself, in person, will 
appear in this world again. 

Paul said: “The Lord himself 
shal] descend from heaven with a 
shout, with the voice of an arch- 
angel, and with the trump of God: 
and the dead in Christ shall rise 
first: Then we which are alive 
and remain shall be caught up 
together with them in the clouds, 
tc meet the Lord in the air: and so 
shall we ever be with the Lord” 
(I Thess. 4:16-17). 

IV. His Coming Will Be 
Twofold 

The coming of Jesus wil] be 
twofold. It is to be one great 
event in two phases. It is one 
great drama in two acts. The first 
act of the drama, known as the 
Rapture, is the coming of Jesus 
for His church. The second act 
will take place at least seven years 
after the first act. The second act 
is known as the Revelation and is 
the coming of Christ with His 
church. In the first act He comes 
in the air and the church is 
caught up to meet Him. In the 
second act He comes to the earth 
and sets up His millennial throne 
and reigns for a thousand years. 

I have stated that there will be 
a seven-year interval between the 
two acts of this great drama. In 
Revelation the duration of this 
period is set forth in the very 
number of months and of days 
that elapse between the two phas- 
es of His coming. Also in the 
ninth chapter of Daniel God sets 
forth in prophecy seven weeks in 
which certain things are to be ac- 
complished. These are weeks of 
years and not days. Literally 
“seventy-sevens.” One of these 
weeks, which is a period of seven 
years, is yet in the future and 
will take place just before Jesus 
comes “to bring in everlasting 
righteousness.” 

All the signs of the times that 
we hear so much about point not 
to the rapture of the church, but 
they point beyond the rapture to 
the revelation or glorious appear- 
ing of Jesus. The signs of the 
times point to the second act of 
the drama. There are no signs 
related to’ the first act. However, 
the fact that signs are pointing 
toward the second act makes the 
first act, or the rapture, more im- 
pendent, because, of course, the 
first act precedes the second one 
by seven years at least. 


V. His Coming Is Imminent 

The Second Coming of Jesus is 
imminent. It is likely to happen 
at any time. Jesus may tarry. 
I do not say dogmatically that He 
is coming soon, /He may come 
soon. I expect Him to. He may 
not. Nobody knows when He will 
come. We are charged to watch 
for-Him. Do you expect him to 
come today or tonight? You do 
not? “Therefore be ye also ready; 
for in such an hour as ye think 
not the Son of man cometh” 
(Matt. 24:44). 


VI There Will Be Tribulation 
Preceding the Peace 

When Jesus comes and takes 
His own out of the world, there 
will be great tribulation here on 
the earth. Jesus, in speaking of 
this period in Matthew 24:21-22, 
said, “For then shall be great 
tribulation, such as was not since 
the beginning of the world to this 
time, no, nor ever shall be. And 
except those days should be short- 
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ened, there shall no flesh be saved: 


but for the elect’s sake those days 
shall be shortened.” 

It is not possible for human 
imagination to visualize the hor- 
rors of the Great Tribulation that 
is sure to come upon this world. 
This awful period may begin at 
any hour. Think of it! It is to be 
the worst time the world has ever 
known or ever shall know; a 
worse time than the flood; worse 
than the Spanish Inquisition or the 
French Revolution or the Com- 
mune; worse than the Dark Ages. 
The Great Tribulation is to be 
worse than the time when men 
were pulled asunder by horses; 
worse than the time when men 
and women and children were 
thrown to the hungry lions on the 
sands of the arena. It will be 
worse than the reign of Diocle- 
tian or Nero. It will be worse 
than the time when people were 
dipped in pitch and burned as 
torches. It is to be a time of 
War and famine and death anid 
persecution and hatred and fear 
and fire and storm; a time when 
Satan is to have unhindered sway 
over the world; a time when God 
will pour out the wine cup of His 
wrath upon the world. The bot. 
tomless pit will be opened and all 
Hell will break loose on the face 
of the earth. This dreadful period 
will culminate in the bloodiest 
battle in all the ages, the battle 
of Armageddon. “Immediately 
after the tribulation of those days 
shall the sun be darkened, and 
the moon shall not give her light, 
and the stars shall fall from heav- 
en, and the powers of the heavens 
shall be shaken: and then shall 
appear the sign of the Son of 
man in heaven: and then shall all 
the tribes of earth mourn, and 
they shall see the Son of man com- 
ing in the clouds of heaven with 
power and great glory” (Matt. 
24:29-30). 

Christ shall reign on the earth, 
on the literal throne of David, in 
Jerusalem, and the golden glory of 
God will fill the earth as the 
waters cover the sea. 


VII. When the Golden Age 
Blends Into a Golden 


Eternity 
At the close of the millennium, 
the Devil, who will have been 


bound during the thousand years, 
shall be loosed for a little season. 
He will go about like a roaring 
lion seeking whom he might de- 
vour, and will cause a stormy sun- 
set at the close of the goldn day. 
This will be a time of testing, 
but God will lay hold on the 
Devil and cast him into the “lake 
of fire and brimstone, where the 
beast and the false prophet are, 
and shall be tormented day and 
night for ever and ever.” 


After Satan is cast into Hel, 
the wicked dead are raised and 
judged at the great white throne 
judgment. After this, the “City 
Four-square” with its jewel foun- 
dations, its gates of pearl, and its 
streets of flashing gold will come

he retained capacity for eternity, 
being made in the image and like- 
ness of God. In Ecclesiastes 3:11 
we read, “He hath set eternity 
in the heart” (literal translation). 
We are all witnesses to the truth 
of that statment. He has put 
eternity in the heart so that the 
things of time cannot find their 
counterpart there. Jesus _ said, 
“Whosoever drinketh of this water 
shall thirst again” (John 4:13). 
Only the water that He gives can 
satisfy the yearnings of the hu- 
man heart. Of all God's creation, 
man is the only part that has the 
thought of eternity. Intuitively 
within him is the thought of life 
after death. Whether among the 
Hifidoos, the Celts. the Druids, the 
cannibals of the South Seas, the 
Bedouins in their brown tents on 
the scorched deserts, the ebony- 
skinned men of Swaziland, I say 
deep down in the recesses of the 
human soul there is abundant evi- 
dence that God has made the soul 
for eternity. Man is the only crea- 
ture that has the desire after 
eternity. Only man has the kin- 
ship to eternity and no other or- 
der of earthly beings has the ca- 
pacity for it. - 

Eternity is in the heart wheth- 
er that heart ig a saved heart or 
an unsaved heart. Contrary to a 
very mistaken notion, immortality 
is not conditional on salvation. 
Death does not end all. Some day 
the preacher will stand over your 
flower-covered casket and intone 
the words, “Earth to earth, ashes 
to ashes, dust to dust,” but he will 
definitely not be speaking of the 
real YOU. He will merely be 
speaking of the tenement of clay 
which housed your immortal spirit 
while you lived in this vale of 
tears here below. You will never 
die in the sense of being anni- 
hiliated. You may perish from the 
presence of God—eternal life for 
the believer and eternal death for 
the sinner are for the same dura- 
tion——-but you will never cease to be 
Man is not like the ‘firefly that 
dances through the summer even- 
ing, but is eternal past the stars. 
May God thrill us with the ma- 
jesty of our powers and with the 
realization of our true - being. 
May He show us that it is a great 
thing to have a chance to be 
saved. And may it seem a perilous 
thing to have a chance to live 
forever and abuse that privilege. 


Time Versus Eternity 

Why, oh why should we permit 
the things which are seen to mo- 
nopolize our time and attention 
when only “the things which are 
not seen are eternal”? (II Cor. 
4:18). Some of us are acting, liv- 
ing, planning and laboring as 
though we expected to be here 
forever. Jesus called that man a 
fool, a term He forbade ordinary 
mortals to use as too strong a 
word (Matt. 5:22), who lived 
only for the things of time. 

He spoke a parable of the rich 
farmer, saying, “The ground of a 
certain rich man brought forth 
plentifully: And he thought with- 
in himself, saying, What shall I 


do, because I have no room where 


to bestow my fruits? And he said, 
This will I do: I will pull down 
my barns, and build greater; and 
there will I bestow all my fruits 
and my goods. And I will say to 
my soul, Soul, thou hast much 
goods laid up for many years; 
take thine ease, eat, drink and 
be merry. But God said unto him, 
Thou fool, this night thy soul shall 
be required of thee: then whose 
shall those things be, which thou 
hast provided? SO IS HE THAT 
LAYETH UP TREASURE FOR 
HIMSELF, AND IS NOT RICH 


TOWARD GOD” (Luke 12:16-21). 


This man was not a fool because 
he was a success. Farming is an 
honest occupation. Doubtless he 
paid good wages. He did not get 
his money wrongly. He was a fool 
for selfishly living for the present 
without due regard for the fu- 
ture. How many of you are: living 
like that man today, sacrificing 
the permanent for the passing! 
You are actually pouring out the 


_ gold and saving the dross. You are 


like the man walking along the 
shore who busies himself picking 
up the pebbles, worthless pebbles, 
while he leaves the gems lie un- 


-touched. This is sheer madness. 
‘Tt is well to'lock to our temporal 


welfare, but why jeopardize our 
eternal possibilities? Men are 
concerned that they have every 
form of insurance—life, health, 
accident—-and everything for their 
social and temporal security for 
the “here and now,” yet they pay 
no mind to their spiritual] and 
eternal security for the “sweet 
by and by.” Many of us labor 
and scheme, working our fingers 
to the bone that we may possess 
a home down here, with little or 
No anticipation for that “house not 
made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens.” Again Jesus warned, 
“Lay not up for yourselves treas- 
ures upon earth, where moth and 
rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves break through and steal: 
But lay up for yourselves treas- 
ures in heaven” (Matt. 6:19-20). 
Again He warned, “Labour not for 
the meat which perisheth, but for 
that meat which endureth unto 
everlasting life, which the Son 
of man ghall give unto you” (John 
6:27). Let us not be so taken up 
and absorbed with the secondary 
things that we forget the primary. 
Why should we be so concerned 
with things material while ‘that 
soul within, which will 
the sun, goes wanting? Again I 
say, man was made for something 
more than a street sweeper, a 
cook, a maid. Man was made for 
eternity and to know God and 
enjoy Him forever. The things 
of time are delusive rather than 
conclusive, and this live is but a 
draught of breath while that life 
is endless. Little wonder that the 
world’s sanest Man taught, “Seek 
ye FIRST the kingdom of God, 
and his righteousness; and all 
these things [housing, food, cloth- 
ing] shall be added unto you” 
(Matt. 6:33). But let’s come back 
to our suggested outline. 


Life Is the Seed Time of 
Eternity 

This is an eye-opening truth. 
To stop and think that there is 
only One seed time and only one 
harvest. The seed time—our earth- 
ly sojourn; the harvest—eternity. 
Hear again the word of the Lord. 
“Be not deceived; God is not 
mocked: for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shal] he also reap. 
For he that soweth to his flesh 
shall of the flesh reap corrup- 
tion; but he that soweth to the 
Spirit shall of the Spirit reap life 
everlasting” (Gal. 6:7-8). To see 
the things of time in the light of 
eternity would stop our sinning, 
cool our avarice and greed, and 
cause us to turn to the Lord. When 
we sow an act, we reap a habit; 
when we sow a habit we reap 4 
character; and when we sow 4 
character we reap an eternal desi- 
ny. Generally as men live they 
die, and as they die they most 
certainly live forever. This alarm- 
inw fact lifts this present ¢xist- 
ence from an unimportant way 
station by the side of the road 
where we can live as we please, to 
a platform of high possibilities, 
making it the anteroom to Heaven 
or Hell. Duncan Matheson caught 
this vision and prayed, “O God! 
Stamp eternity on my eyeballs.” 
He lived with eternity’s values in 
view. 


This is the dressing room to 
eternity. What a glorious truth 
that for those of us who serve the 
Lord here, many in a weak and 
faulty way, there will come ever- 
lasting installments of blessing 
when we hear Him say, “Thou has 
been faithful over a few things, 

. enter thou into the joy of thy 
lord” (Matt. 25:23). The other 
side of the picture is also true. For 
the man who serves lust and sin 
there is the same sequence. “When 
lust hath conceived, it bringeth 
forth sin: and sin when it is fin- 
ished, bringeth forth death” 
(James 1:15). Eternal death! May 
these thoughts startle you, if 
you are an unbeliever, into imme- 
diate negotiations with your Lord 
before whom some day you must 
stand to give an account. May 
these eternal truths inspire those 
of us who are CHRISTians to 
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render faithful service so there 
will be no regrets over there.

Time Has Been Given to Pre- 
pare for Eternity 

As short as is this lifetime, it 
provides space and opportunity 
to get ready for the great beyond, 
“For he saith, I have heard -thee 
in a time accepted, and in the day 
of salvation have. I succoured 
thee: behold, now is the accepted 
time; behold, now is the day of 
salvation” (II Cor. 6:2). God's 
time is NOW. All His commands 
are in the present imperative. 
He limits His offer of salvation 
to a “certain day, saying in 
David . . TO DAY if ye will 
hear his voice, harden not your 
hearts” 
is too soon for your repentance, 
I am afraid your —TOMORROW 
will be too late for His acceptance. 
The tomorrow of eternity will be 
decided by the today when you 
hear His voice. I beg you not to 
put off till tomorrow what com- 
mon sense, reason, conscience and 
Gord’s Word teach and com- 
mand you to do today. Delays 
are dangerous and for most pro- 
crastinators, tomorrow never 
comes. 

In this connection it is well to 
heed the admonition, “Boast not 
thyself of to morrow; for thou 
knowest not what a day may 
bring forth” (Prov. 27:1). To- 
morrow may bring forth death, 
ending all chances to repent. No 
man can produce a lease on life, 
guaranteeing him to see the light 
of another day. The ancient Jew- 
ish rabbis taught, “Let every man 
repent one day before he dies, and 
since he may die tomorrow, let him 
turn from his evil ways today.” 
If-tomorrow does not bring forth 
death, it will bring forth a less 
favorable opportunity of getting 
right with God. Hearts become 
hardened through the deceitful- 
ness of sin. Character crystallizes 
while you linger. This is the poor- 
est chance you have ever had, but 
it is the best chance you will 
ever have again... Let me impress 
upon you, it is now or never. Your 
praesent choice will determine your 
future, eternal weal or woe. This 
is one awful reality in life and 
only a stark, staring mad-man 
can afford to treat it lightly. The 
Lord refuses to accept the valid- 
ity of such reasoning, “I will fol- 
low Thee, but not now.” Oh, why 
defer the matter? Do you think 
sin will wear out? Will it evapor- 
ate, lose its grasp? With the pass- 
ing of the hours the hosts of Hell 
are recruiting. Tomorrow may 
even bring the reckoning day for 
you. God forbid that you should 
be lost for eternity while today 
the message of salvation is ring- 
ing in your ears! 

How Long Is Eternity? 

Life is so short and years such 
brief things when compared to 
eternity that someone has _ re- 
marked, “The wood of the cradle 
all but scratches the marble of 
the grave.” As difficult as it is 
to comprehend eternity, where 
there are no years, centuries or 
millenniums, I want you to believe 
that you can prepare for eternity 
in less time than it takes me to 
tell it by simply receiving Christ. 
Shall I tell you how long is 
eternity? Count the stars of the 
heavens, those that can be seen 
with the naked eye and those 
which can be seen only through 
the astronomer’s telescope. Let 
each star represent one hundred 
years.

I recall hearing a neighbor 
lady who, when in conversation 
with my mother, said, “Mrs.

This evasion re- 
sembles very much that of the 
proverbial ostrich who buries his 
head in the sand and imagines 
himself safe. We are all journey- 
ing to eternity—the rich man 
rolling along in his limousine, 
the beggar hobbling along on his 
cane, the oki man peeping for his 
grave, the child bounding along 
in his play. What will be the 
end? This is the question asked 
about all things. Ten thousand 
times more serious does it become 
when it is related to this life 
when eternity is in prospect.

auditory nerves are dying with 
you. The failure of these Cells, 
nerves and faculties are indica- 
tions of the approaching end; 
they are part of a dying man. 
Oh, I beg you, think for a few 
moments seriously about that 
moment when you shall be pro- 


jected out into eternity to meet 
God! May it startle you. into re- 
pentence! May it sober you! The 


great dramatist, Shakespeare, 
Was never more eloquent than 
when he wrote, “But that the 
dread of SOMETHING $$ after 


death—-that undiscovered country 
from whose bourne no traveler 
ever returns, puzzles the will. 
Thus doth conscience make cow- 
ards of us all.” It is that “some- 
thing after death” that puzzles 
the minds of the greatest think- 
ers. 

I have traveled with keen inter- 
est over many of the battlefields 
of the Civil War. The story is told 
of a drummer boy who found 
himself in the battle of the Po- 
otmac. The officer in charge 
called his men together and 
warned them that many would 
not return from battle. The drum- 
mer boy had a presentiment that 
he would be one who would not 
return. His comrades noticed his 
concern and tried to bolster his 
morale with the challenge, “Come 
on son, you're afraid to die.” The 
account relates how he _ pulled 
from his torn clothes a little New 
Testament and explained how his 
mother had given it to him when 
he left. “But,” said he, “I have 
not read it. I do not know the 
God of this Book.” With tears of 
apprehension he stammered, “‘l, 
I am not afraid of death but I AM 
AFRAID OF WHAT'S AFTER 
DEATH!” It is that factor in 
death that makes it alarming, 
dreaded, and the king of nature’s 
terrors. 


The materialist claims that man 
goes down to the grave like a dog 
and that is the end. This infidelity 
is often renounced in the heart- 
searching light-of the dying hour. 
Consider the words of some dying 
infidels. Voltaire said, “I am 
abandoned by God and man! I will 


give half of what I am worth if 


you will give me six months of 
life. (This was said to Dr. Trochin 
who told him it could not be.) 
Then I shall go to Hell and you 


will go with me. O Jesus Christ!” 
Churchill's last words were, 
“What a fool I've been!” As Mr. 
Hobbs faced eternity he lamented, 
“I say again, if I had the whole 
world to dispose of, I would give 
it to live one day. I am about to 
take a LEAP INTO THE DARK!’ 
Gambetta cried, “Il am lost and 
there is no use to deny it.”’ Gibbaen 
testified in his trying hour, “All 
lost, finally, irrevocably lost! 
All is dark!” Thomas Paine, to 
whom Benjamin Franklin wrote, 
begging him to destroy “The Age 
of Reason” in the manuscript, 
and who later lamented that it 
had ever been published, cried, “O

_Lord, help me! Stay with me (he 


begged those near his bed) for 1 
cannot bear to be left alone!” The 
minute of such 
men testify that death is only the 
gateway into eternity. 

A religious 
makes the foolish statement, “No 
final judgment awaits mortals. 
Judgment day comes hourly and 
continually.” Another falsely 
states, “There is no far off judg- 
ment day.” But listen to the 
Scriptural ultimatum: “It is ap- 
pointed unto men once to die, BU'1 
AFTER THIS THE JUDGMEN(': 
(Heb. 9:27). Surely this ought to

Jesus speaks here of the man who 
had played the fool by trying to 
span the chasm between anguish 
and bliss in the next world.

The 
Bible does not so teach. Why 
should there be another chance in 
the next world when so many 
opportunities have been spurned in 
this one? All preparation must 
be made here and now. In etern- 
ity the policy will be, “He that is 
unsaved, let him be unsaved still. 
He that is righteous, let him be 
righteous still” (Revelation 22: 
11). All our praying, to be avail- 
ing, must be done here. There 
will not. be the slightest ray of 
hope then, no chance after death. 


You May Be Saved for 
Eternity 
“But into the second [Holy of 
Holies] went the high priest alone 
once every year, not without 


‘blood, which he offered for him- 


self, and for the errors of the peo- 
ple. ... But Christ being come an 
high priest of good things to come, 
by a greater and more perfect 
tabernacle, not made with hands, 
that is to say, not of this build- 
ing; Neither by the blood of goats 
and calves, but by his own blood 
he entered in once into the holy 
place, having obtained ETERNAL 
REDEMPTION for. us” (Heb. 
9:7,:11-12). The Scriptures de- 
clare that Christ’s perfect aton- 
ing sacrifice, not the blood of 
bulls and goats of the Old Testa- 
ment, is sufficient to “purge your 
conscience from dead works to 
serve the living God” (Heb. 9:14). 
Hence, by accepting Him and His 
sacrifice on your behalf, you can 
possess eterna] life here and now. 
Speaking of His sheep, Jesus said, 
“I give unto them eternal life’ 
(John 10:28). No longer will 
Jesus be to you a mere death-bed 
Saviour, but a present, living 
reality, and His eternal life can 
surge your eternal spirit right 
here on earth. “I give unto them 
eterna] life,” said Jesus, Not, “I 


WILL give unto them,” but, “I 
GIVE unto them eternal life; and 
they shall never perish, neither 
shall any man pluck them out of 
my hand,” 

Sinner, take warning. Though 
you are now unsaved, an archangel 
cannot outlive you. You were born 
for immortality. Some day the 
sun shall be snuffed out like a 
candle and the stars shall wither 
from their vaults of night. Thrones 
shall perish and kingdoms shall 
wane. The islands of the _ sea 
shal] flee away and the earth 
shall be wrapped in flame. But 
YOU, YOU WILL LIVE ON FOR- 
EVER for ages untold. On these 
fleeting hours hangs an eternity. 
For you “to be or not to be” is 
not the question, for you will be 
somewhere forever. I would not 
ask you, “Where will you spend 
eternity?” but, “Where wil] you 
BE in eternity?” 

The sun is but a spark of fire,

The soul, immortal as its Sire,

are prepared for 
prepare to live, 
prepare to die, by making 
wills, bequeathing this and

Two persons swing out into etern- 
ity every second. Bear in mind 
that your turn is coming. There 
are no exemptions, no exceptions 
to this rule. Repent here and now 
so that when the waves of death 
sweep your disembodied spirit 
upon the shores of eternity, you 
will need have no fear. As one 
fellow pilgrim to another, both 
journeying to a land that is very 
far off, I ask you, “Where will 
my soul be, where will your soul 
be when the earth is old and the 
stars grow cold?” How can you 
delay to repent of your sins, be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus Christ 
and accept Him as your personal 
Saviour, when two eternal des- 
tinies are on the opposite ends 
of a swivel and that swivel turns 
on a point, and that point is 
NOW? There is only one course 
to pursue to be infallibly safe and 
it is summed up in the Gospel of 
John, chapter three, verses 14-16, 

“As Moses lifted up the serpent 
in the wilderness, even so must 
the Son of men be lifted up: That 
whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have eternal life.

that Satan’s yoke is hard; I sup- 
pose that is the reason why the 
Devil slanders God. Don’t you 
think the Devil must feet badly—- 
he doesn’t have anybody who turns 
out to love him very well. The 
Devil never has anybody who turns 
out to trust him very much. The 
Devil doesn’t have anybody who 
can brag on him; he doesn’t have 
anyone who can say, “I went the 
Devil’s way and it made me hap- 
py. I have peace in my heart, and 
it tirned out right.” Since the 
Devil’s way is so hard and rocky, 
and since it turns out so ~- miser- 
ably, and unhappily, Satan is a 
liar and is always slandering God 
and His way. 


That is the way it always 
works: if you find some man who 
lives in sin, who goes on an 
works for the Devil, you need not 
be surprised if he is envious and 
jealous about Christians and lies 
about Christians. I remember in 
Dallas, Texas, some years ago. I 
preached one night on “How Max 
Baer Lost the Championship.” 
Of course that was a good time to 
say, ‘“‘Wine is a mocker, strong 
drink is raging: and whosoever 
is deceived thereby is not wise.” 
That was a mighty good time to 
bring in the Scripture that says, 
“Look not thou upon the wine 
when it is red, when it giveth his 
colour in the cup, when it moveth 
itself aright. At the last it biteth 
like a serpent, and stingeth like 
an adder.”’ 

One fellow did not like it; so on 
the sidewalk of West Jefferson 
Street, by Skillern’s drug store, 
he said, “Well, this man John 
Rice makes me sick and tired! The 
old hypocrite—preaching against 
the liquor business! Why, I saw 
him over there in a garage with 
two other fellows, drinking beer, 
and now he’s down there preaching 
about Max Baer and about people 
who drink beer.” 

A newsboy heard it, went to the 
telephone, called his brother, and 
said, “‘Listen, Grady, do you know 


What*m fellow up here is saying

“" Grady said, “No.” 


The boy Said, “He said he saw 
Brother Rice over in a garage 
drinking beer with two other _fel- 
lows.” 

And his brother, Grady, said,

he would do it, and in another day 
or two the fellow was around 
again. The newsboy called his 
Wrother, and his brother hurried 
down there.

Grady went up 
to him and said, “Are you the man 
who saw Brother John Rice down 
here in a garage drinking beer?” 

The fellow said, “Yes.” Grady 
got a good hold of his necktie 
and collar, and tightened up good

» ful!) are a liar and I am going 


to--mop up the earth with you 
right here in public if you don’t 
come right in here before this 
whole crowd in the drug store and 
announce to them that you are a 
liar.” 

“Oh,” the man said, “I was just 
joking.” 

“No, it isn’t any joke,” Grady 
said, “to try to ruin the influence 
of a godly preacher, and you are 
not going to talk that way about 
my pastor. Nobody in the town 
of Dallas is. You just come on!” 
So he marched him right in there 
and he made his confession. 

“I was mad,” he said, “I lost 
$100 on Max Baer. I bet on him 
and lost it, so when a man preach- 
ed on “How Max Baer Lost the 
Championship” it made me mad- 
der still, and so I told that.” Then 
he told Grady, “If you'll please 
just turn me loose, I promise you 
I'll never mention that preacher's 
name again in my life.” So Grady 
turned him loose, 

The point I am making is this: 
the Devil doesn’t have anyone to 
brag on him, because things don’t 
turn out right when you run with 
the Devil. The Devil is a_liar, a 
deceiver. He -hates your soul. He 
can’t make you happy even if he, 
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would; and he wouldn’t if he 
could. That is one reason the Devil 
hates God and slanders God and 
lies on God. The Devil, if he told 
the truth, would not have anybody 
to follow him. If the Devil said to 
a girl, “Come on! I want to make 
you into a harlot; I want to make 
you a joke of evi] men. I want 
to make you so that good women 
won't associate with you. I want 
to make it so that the mantle of 
shame covers you. I want to make 
it so that when you lower your 
head on your pillow at night you 
will sob and cry and wish to God 
you were pure. I want you to 
think of your mother and home 
and God, and despair. I want to 
bring you down, disease-ridden and 
miserable, to a dump in..Chicago” 
“if the Devil said that to a girl 
she would not set out to follow 
him. 


If Satan told the truth he would 
have no followers. Satan never 
says to a man, “Come, I will make 
you into a drunkard. I will take 
away your manhood, wii-destroy 
your happiness, steal away your 
earning power. I will set you 
to picking up cigarette butts from 
the streets, and begging from 
house to house; I want to make 
you. so you can’t hold a job. I 
want love to fly out of the window 
and your wife to finally hate you 
and be ashamed of you. I want to 
make you a ward of society, so 
they will have to find you a bed 
somewhere.” The Devil doesn't 
say that. He doesn’t tell you that, 
but he wants to put you in a 
drunkard’s grave after awhile, or 
in a jail cell. If the Devil told 
people the end of sin, nobody 
would ever follow him. 

I say, can’t you see why this 
word has gotten out that it 
does not pay to be a Christian, 
and that it is not happy to be a 
Christian? That old lying Devil! 
If he told the truth, nobody would 
follow him. 


I Do Not Miss Drunkenness 
and Cursing 
Now, Jesus is saying here, “My 
yoke is easy.” “Well,” somebody 
Says, “it is all bondage. You can’t 
do this and you can’t do that.” 


-Listen—let me tell you a secret, 


will you? I have not been drunk 
in several days. now, and I have 
not wanted to be! What do you 
think about that? No sir! I am 
happy this morning, after preach- 
ing in the Arena last night. I be- 
lieve that is better fun than if I 
had stayed in a cocktail lounge 
until 1:00 this morning and come 
in with a splitting headache and 
glassy eyes. I believe it is more 
fun to see people come to Christ. 
I think now of the: woman who 
came to thank me after the meet- 
ing with tears running down her 
face and said, .“OQh, I was so 
hungry-hearted. I prayed that God 
would open my heart; that He 
would show me what to do, and 
you gave me God’s message. I 
want to thank you; oh, I want to 
thank you!” I would rather have 
that than have some old drunken 
criminal blowing his _ ‘whiskey- 
soaked breath in my: face and 
shooting craps with me! The 
truth of the matter is, it is an 
easy yoke when you serve the 
Lord, It is an easy yoke! 

I work pretty hard. I suppose 
I ought to tell the truth about it: 
I don’t want to leave a false 
impression. I might try to get 
your, sympathy, but I really don’t 
deserve any sympathy—-I am hav- 
ing the time of my life. I would 
rather preach three times a day 
and write books and get out the 
gospel in tracts; I would rather 
be getting letters like the one I 
got last. week from a chaplain 
who told of 105 saved in a revival 
on a troop-ship where he gave 
out my booklets every day on the 
way back from Japan to Seattle; 
I would rather get letters like the 
one I got in this morning’s mail 
from two people saved in the 
Huntsville Penitentiary, in Texas,, 
in Death Row, from my literature 
—I would rather do that than 
to do anything else in the world. 
I do not deserve to have anybody 
patting me on the back. I am 
having the time of my life, and 
I thank God for it. It is an easy 
business, serving God. It is an 
easy yoke. 

Did 'you know that it is a won- 


¢ 


derful thing not to be afraid all the 
time that you will be arrested? 
I am not afraid of being arrested. 
The truth of the mattér is, I have 
just about come to the point 
where I do not expect to get ar- 
rested! I am not afraid of police- 
men. When I see a policeman I 
do not feel as if I wanted to duck 
into a doorway somewhere to get 
away from him. Isn't that a won- 
derful thing? It isn’t hard for me 
to serve the Lord. I don’t get 
out and say, “Oh, I just wish I 
could crack a safe somewhere!” 
I dont miss it. I am _ getting 
along without that. I am enjoying 
life without cracking safes! It is 
a good thing to be a Christian! 

I do not feel that my vocabu- 
lary is hindered because I do not 
curse. I get along pretty well 
without it. I sometimes butcher 
the King’s English; but 1 make 
myself understood after a fashion, 
without any cursing and damning 
and profanity. I am telling you, it 
is an easy business to serve God. 
Thank God, His yoke is easy! 
Jesus Himself Is Pay for All 

a Christian Misses 

I have suffered a little for the 
Saviour; I have lost good 
friends for the Saviour: as an 
evangelist I have been away from 
my home, away from my wife and 
my children most of the time now 
during these last few years. I 
would rather sleep in my own bed. 
I would rather eat my meals with 
my own children. But I would a 
lot rather be with Jesus. I would 

anywhere, anywhere in the 
world. I would rather be in a 
hotel room with the Lord, and 
be somewhere in a revival, than 
be anywhere else with anything 
anybody else could give me. I am 
saying that serving the Lord is an 
easy business,

I am not begging off. Some- 
times people say, “I'll be glad 
when I get to retirement age so 
I can settle down in a home in 
Florida.” I don’t! I cannot imagine 
anything worse than settling 
down in Florida or in California, 
or settling down anywhere! Set- 
tling down would kill me. I can 
stand a week or two of it; but 
I'll tell you now, I haven't any 
Objection to any yoke the Saviour 
has put on me, Bless His name; 
His work is sweet to me. I want 
to do what He wants me to do. 
I do not do it very well, and I 
do not do all I ought to do; but 
when I do not do it, I am miser- 
able. When I am able, by His 
grace, to somewhat do His will, 
my heart is happy. 

It is an easy yoke. I have 
worked so hard that the doctor 
told me the other day, “You must 
have some rest.” He checked up 
and said, “Your blood pressure 
is right on the nose. It is exactly 
what it ought to be. Your gen- 
eral health is fine.

If He should come right now, I 
would run to meet Him. I would! 
I am not much of a Christian 
and not much of a preacher; but, 
thanks be to God, it pays to 
serve the Lord. Then you do not 
have dreads, you do not have 
anxiety.

He landed in a 
hog pen. Boy, he rode high, wide 
and .handsome for awhile! But 
soon his money was gone, his 
home was gone, his health was 
gone; and he was so empty he 
couldn't tell the difference  be- 
tween his stomach and his back- 


bone! “He would § have filled 
his belly with the husks that 
the swine’ did eat,” and so he 
finally came to himself and 


found that it didn’t pay to serve 
the Devil. He realized that he 
would be better off back home 
with Dad, And so everybody 
who has ever tried it has found it 
is foolish to serve the Devil. The 
Bible say, “There is a way which 
seemeth right unto man, but the 
end thereof are the ways of 
death” (Prov.

Paul wrote back to Philippi, that 
same town where he got beaten 
up so badly, and said, “My dearly 
beloved and longed for, my joy 
and crown, so stand fast in the 
Lord, my dearly beloved.”

0., Closes Gloriously

An estimated twenty-five or 
thirty people made profession of 
faith in Christ last night (Sun- 
day, October 6) in the closing 
gervice of the Dayton union re- 
vival campaign at Memorial Hall. 
I was the preacher. Harry D. 
Clarke, Welsh baritone, who was 
eight years with Billy Sunday, 
author cf many well known gospel 
songs and choruses— including “In- 
to My Heart” and “I Will Make 
You Fishers of Men’’—directed the 
music of the campaign. Bill Mann, 
my representative and advance 
man, organized and set up the 
meeting. 

Among many coming forward 
last night surrendering to Christ 
was an old man perhaps sixty-five 
or seventy who came with trembl- 
ing and deep penitence for the 
wasted years. He came after the 
invitation was closed, farewells 
had been uttered, and the benedic- 
tion pronounced. As I talked with 
him, here came his married son 
weeping, returning from his back- 
sliding. The daughter-in-law who 
had found Christ two or three 
nights before came to rejoice with 
her husband and father-in-law. 


A woman sat in the balcony and 
held her hand for prayer. During 
the invitation she came the long 
way down the stairs and around 
to the front. She had tried for 
years to be saved and said to me 
when she came, “It can’t be as 
easy as you Say it is. I have pray- 
ed and prayed for years for God 
to save me-” A pastor, I believe, 
took her aside for special dealing, 
then later Mrs. Quartel, wife of 
the mission superintendent, a very 
fine Bible student and soul win- 
ner, dealt with the woman at 
length. Half an hour later after I 
had finished shaking hands with a 
long line who came to tell me 
good-by and after several had 
come to be saved, I found the wo- 
man still unsettled. Mrs. Quartel 
said, “I wish you could say some- 
thing to help this woman.” 


When I sat down beside her, 
again she began, “It can’t be as 
easy as you say it is. I have 
praved for years for salvation 
and haven't got it.” I saw that 
drastic measures were necessary 
and felt impressed to speak very 
sharply to the woman. I showed 
her I John 5:9-13 where the 
Scripture says, “He that believeth 
on the Son of God hath the wit- 
ness in himself: he that believeth 
not God hath made him a liar; 
because he believeth not the rec- 
ord that God gave of his Son.” And 
again, ““‘These things have I writ- 
ten unto you that believe on the 
name of the Son of God; that ye 
may know that ye have eternal 
life, and that ye may believe on 
the name of the Son of God.” 
Then I said, “I wonder that God 
does not strike you down! God 
said that He was willing to give 
you salvation freely the moment 
you would trust Him, that you 
would have everlasting life the 
moment you believed in Him. God 
said, ‘Him that cometh to me I 
will in no wise cast out.’ You 
Say you came but He cast you 
out. You do not believe the rec- 
ord that God has given. You have 
made God a liar. You have a proud 
and arrogant heart. You think you 
know more than Mrs. Quartel. You 
know more than I know; you 
know more than all the preachers. 
You will either have to get off 
your highhorse and take God at 
His word, or go to Hell.” 

She seemed at first shocked 
and then deeply humbled. She had 
been so long demanding of God a 
particular kind of feeling or some 
emotiona] proof of salvation in- 
stead of simply trusting Christ. I 
showed her how she had really

been minimizing the death of 
Christ, not being willing to depend 
on the price Jesus paid. Soon she 
was ready to make a decision on 
the simple basis that Jesus said 
that He loved her, said that He 
died to pay for her sins, said He 
was willing to receive her at 
once and give her everlasting life 
the moment she trusted Him. With 
that in mind, she took my hand 
as evidence of her decision and 
then very tearfully prayed for the 
Lord to help her trust Him alone. 
She went away, apparently with 
full assurance that her sins were 
forgiven and with her heart hap- 
py in the Lord. 


After the service was over a 
woman asked Mr. Clarke to see a 
troubled man. During the song 
service Mr. Clarke had led the 
people, with wonderful effective- 
ness, im singing the gospel song, 
“Calvary Covers It All” by Mrs. 
Walter Taylor, and then the song, 
“Marvelous Grace.” Between 
verses Mr. Clarke had stopped and 
with deep emotion had shouted 
to the congregation, “God's 
grace!”” Now the man who asked 
for Mr. Clarke said, “If ‘Calvary 
Covers It All,’ it sure will have to 
cover a lot.” And he told how he 
was startled and impressed with 
the song, “Marvelous Grace of 
Our Loving Lord.” Mr. Clarke 
found the man had been a Men- 
nonite preacher who fell into sin 
and now he and his wife were 
long backsliders. They sent for me 
and when I got out to the car 
parked acfoss the street, the man 
and his wife were both weeping 
almost uncontrollably, and they 
seized my hand and held it while 
they sobbed. However, I did not 
need to give any instruction or do 
any pleading. In a moment the 
man was praising God aloud for 
forgiveness and cleansing and his 
wife most quietly but with deep 
conviction said, “I take forgive- 
ness right now!” When I left 
them, the man was still weeping 
and murmuring praises to God and 
planning to get back into the 
church and in the Lord’s work. 


I wish I could tell you about 
every person who came. A number 
were old mature sinners. 


One boy about twelve I passed 
in the aisle with his father and 
mother as they were seeking seats 
before the service began. I stopped 
the lad and asked him if he had 
been converted. He dropped his 
head and said, ‘“‘No.” I urged him 
to think over it and pray about 
it and make the decision. At the 
invitation time he held his hand 
for prayer. Later when I looked 
his way and held out my hand, his 
father put his arm around the boy, 
the lad began to weep and at once 
came to claim the Saviour. And 
all his family were very, very 
happy after the service and the 
boy was planning how he could 
win some school mates and use 
his musical talent for the Lord. 


Complete Results Not Yet 
Known 

Of course we can never know 
until eternity) all the blessed re- 
sults of a great revival campaign. 
But at Pentecost they counted 
“about three thousand souls.” And 
if we are modest and do it to en- 
courage Christians and to glorify 
God, I think it is proper to make 
some truthful, careful report of 
the known results of such services. 
Later, God willing, we will try to 
give the offiical report of the 
pastors on the campaign commit- 
tee. At present we can only say 
that there were something more 
than five hundred public decisions 
for Christ, conversions and re- 
clamations, in Memoria] Hall. How 
many over five hundred I do not 
know. Every one of these was 
dealt with personally by one of

who are the called according to 
his purpose” (Rom. 8:28). I am 
glad I am a Christian. And I want 
to say to you now that His yoke 
is easy and His burden is light.

the pastors or by a selected per- 
sonal worker. In every case I in- 
sisted that the one who came for- 
ward making a decision be shown 
Scripture promises on salvation 
and then that he have a quiet 
prayer to clinch the decision and 
to make assurance doubly sure. 

Besides all these who claimed 
the Saviour in the public services 
in Memorial Hall, approximately 
437 claimed Christ when I spoke 
in four high schools. In these cases 
I could not deal personally with 
each individual as I would like 
to have done, but each one was 
given a copy of the bookle® “What 
Must I Do to Be Saved?” with 
the whole student body. Three 
others made profession at a radio 
service in North Ridge Free Meth- 
odist Church. The revival broke 
out in the regular Sunday morn- 
ing services in some of the 
churches. One church reported 
five saved in one service. 


Beautiful Harmony; Future 
Campaigns Planned 

One of the great blessings of 
the campaign is that Christians— 
churches and pastors—who had 
not hitherto been working togeth- 
er, were enlisted in the sweetest 
fellowship and cooperation in soul- 
winning. In many public testi- 
monies the ministers—Presbyter- 
ians, Methodists, Baptists, Men- 
nonites, Christian Missionary Al- 
liance, United Brethren, and oth- 
ers—-expressed the joy they felt 
in finding so many people of like 
precious faith with concern for 
souls. One of the best recommen- 
dations of the success of the cam- 
paign, I think, is that the pas- 
tors recommended and the whole 
congregation enthusiastically vot- 
ed, to have another such cam- 
paign next year. The chairman 
and others asked me to suggest 
evangelists and wanted to know 
how much time should elapse be- 
fore I would think it wise to re- 
turn for a campaign ‘myself. It 
had been many long years since 
the last previous city-wide union 
campaign but this campaign has 
removed barriers to cooperation 
and has sold the people again 
on such Campaigns. 

At present I have accepted in- 
vitations for city-wide union cam- 
paigns in Shenandoah, Iowa; To- 
peka, Kansas; Altoona, Pennsyl- 
vania; and a number of others are 
pending about which plans are not 
yet definite, or which I have not 
yet been led to accept.

Against Evangelism, Attacks D. L. Moody 


By EDITOR JOHN R. RICE 


Almost all the letters that have 
come to us about the review in 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD of 
the book, “True Evangelism” by 
Dr. Lewis Sperry Chafer, have 
been favorable letters. However, 
we think it right here to give the 
other side of the question and let 


a friend and defender of Dr. 
Chafer’s book be heard. 
It was in June 2ist issue of 


THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
that I published my appeal to 
Moody Press to discontinue pub- 
lication of the book. I showed 
that Dr. Chafer teaches it is 
wrong to give an invitation to 
accept Christ and confess Him 
openly; that it is wrong for per- 
sonal soul winners to plead with 
people to be saved, that personal 
soul-winning was not _ intended 
when Christ gave the Great Com- 
mission but only the public proc- 
lamation of the gospel; that 
evangelists were “a false force 
in evangelism” (exact quotation) ; 
that revivals were not to be “a 
sanctioned method of work’’; that 
evangelists should speak only as 
missionaries in unevangelized ter- 
ritories, not in churches nor union 
meetings; that evangelists should 
never condemn sin, etc. I showed 
how Dr. Chafer accused evange- 
lists, without ever indicating a 
single exception, of being merce- 
nary, of giving a public invitation 
just so they could count many 
and get a big offering, etc. 


Mr. Roy R. Perry, I suppose a 
minister, wrote for a sample copy 
of THE SWORD OF THE LORD, 
read my article and September 
23rd from San Bernardino, Cali- 
fornia, wrote a letter, quoted be- 
low. The letter is long but we 
quote the pertinent parts of it. 


Says This Editor Rants and 
Raves But Does Not Preach 
the Gospel, That D. L. Moody 
in an Entire Campaign “Nev- 
er Once Preached the 
GOSPEL” 
“Dear Sir: 

“Just recently I wrote to your 
office for a sample copy of THE 
SWORD OF THE LORD so that 
I might look it over and decide 
whether I should become a sub- 
scriber. A copy of the issue of 
Friday, June 21, 1946, came to 
hand today and my eye _ im- 
mediately caught your attack on 
a book written by Dr. Lewis 
Sperry Chafer, “True Evangelism.’ 

“ .. . It has had a wide cir- 
culation since 1919. I have had 
a copy in my library for many 
years and have passed many cop- 
ies on to other Christian work- 
ers. 

“The only people who could 
possibly object to Dr. Chafer’s 
book are a class of so-called 
‘evangelists’ who are making a 
fine racket out of the whole thing. 

“ .. . You, like most of the 
So-Called ‘evangelists’ you would 
endorse, rarely if ever expound 
to your audiences, the real mean- 
ing and value of the death of our 
Lord Jesus Christ on Calvary’s 
cross as the sinner’s substitute. 
Like most so-called ‘evangelists’, 
you rant and rave at the people 
about what they do and don’t 
do. You fill up time and space 
with ‘stories’, most of which have 
no bearing on what -the sinner 
must hear and. believe to _ be 
Saved... ‘ 

“Believe it or not, Dr. Rice, 
Dwight L. Moody held a series 
of meetings in Denver, Colorado, 
some years ago, and through the 
entire series, he never once 
preached the GOSPEL! ...” 

The Editor’s Answer 

Perhaps readers would be in- 
terested in my answer to Mr. 
Perry, so I publish it here. 

“October 4, 1946 
“Dear Brother Perry: 

“T am giad to call you brother, 
even though you did not call me 
brother and even though I can- 
not agree that all the mean things 
you said about me are true. 

“TJ am sorry that in your letter 
you avoided the real point of con- 
troversy about Dr. Chafer’s book. 


Do you really believe it is wrong) 


to give a public invitation to ac- 
cept Christ? Dr. Chafer says it is. 
Do you really believe it is wrong 
to urge ‘unwilling sinners to be 


ee 


saved? Dr. Chafer says that is 
wrong, though the Bible says, 
‘Go out into the highways and 
hedges, and compel them to come 
in, that my house may be filled.’ 
(Luke 14:23). Do you really be- 
lieve that evangelists are ‘a false 
force in evangelism’? Do you 
really believe like Dr. Chafer, that 
revivals are not to be sanctioned? 
Do you really believe that the 
Great Commission involves only 
the public proclamation of the 
Word by preachers and _ that 
Christ did not intend individual 
Christians to fee} a burden to win 
souls? Dr. Chafer expressly de- 
clares all these things. 


“Now if you will honestly give 
your opinion on those things in- 
stead of making unchristian at- 
tacks on soul winners, you will 
be facing the problem as an in- 
telligent Christian. 


“T notice that you say the fol- 
lowing about me: ‘You... rarely 
if ever expound to your audiences, 
the real meaning and value of the 
death of our Lord Jesus Christ 
on Calvary’s Cross as the sinner’s 
substitute. Like most so-called 
‘evangelists,’ you rant and rave 


at the people about what theyf 


do and don’t do. You fill up time 
and space with ‘stories,’ most of 
which have no bearing on what 
the sinner must hear and believe 
to be saved.’ 

“Now, brother, you surely must 
have written that very hastily. [ 
enclose my little booklet, ‘What 
Must I Do to Be Saved’ and I 
hope you will count the Scriptures 
and see if it does not make clear 
‘the real meaning and value of 
the death of our Lord Jesus Christ 
on Calvary’s Cross as the sinner’s 
substitute.’ Over 2500 people have 
written that they have taken 
Christ as Saviour through the 
bookiet. After reconsidering your 
unkind statement, don’t you think 
you falsely represented the mat- 
ter? Do you reaily believe that I 
never give any Scripture on God's 


plan of salvation? 

“I suggest that you read my 
sermon about Jesus and Nico- 
demus, an exposition of John 
3:1-8, in The Sword of the Lord 
under the title, “Jesus and a Good 
Man” which was run in Septem- 
ber 20th issue. Already we have 
heard from five or six who write 
that they were led to Christ by 
that sermon. In humility I praise 
the Lord. Do you really think you 
are justified in saying that | 
only rant and rave and fill up 
space with stories and never 
preach the gospel of the grace of 
God? It seems to me that slander 
of others you do not know is 
very poor defense of Dr. Chafer 
for his very hurtful attack on 
evangelism and evangelists. 


“T note your statement that 
‘Dwight L. Moody held a series 
of meetings in Denver, Colorado, 
some years ago, and through the 
entire series, he never once 
preached the GOSPEL!” I do not 
believe anything of the kind, Any 
one who would say that of D. L. 


Moody would naturally slander 
other evangelists. I feel honored 
that you class me with him. I 


know that D. L. Moody did preach 
the gospel all the time, and your 
and Dr. Chafer’s attack on Moody 
and other evangelists is in poor 
taste, is unchristian, and hurts 
the cause of Christ. 

“The. very fact that Dr. Chafer 
influences people like you against 
D. L. Moody and other evangel- 
ists is proof enough that his book 
is hurtful and wrong.

In another California ‘town 
where I was invited for a union 
revival campaign, one of the pas- 
tors, a chaplain in the Army, 
wrote letters to discourage the 
campaign. When a meeting for 
personal workers for the cam- 
paign was held, he had his wife 
take Dr. Chafer’s book to circu- 
late it among the workers to dis- 
courage personal work. § This 
pastor sent the assistant pastor 
Dr. Chafer’s book, saying that it 
was “next to the Bible.” While he 
was a chaplain, the church in his 
absence, with an assistant pastor, 
had a good man come for revival 
services in the church and the 
church received some of the con- 
verts for baptism. The pastor was 
displeased, saying that people 
converted in revivals would not 
last. He stopped all child evange!l- 
ism Classes in the church. He had 
the church constitution changed 
to specifically state that  soul- 
winning was not the aim of the 
Sunday School. This pastor said 
that his attitude was learned 
from Dr. Chafer, that Dr. Chaf- 
er’s book, “True Evangelism” was 
“next to the Bible” with him. 

A Bible class prevailed upon 
a pastor to invite me for a cam- 
Ppaign a few years ago. The pas- 
tor was a graduate of Dr. Chafer’s 
school, had imbibed his teaching. 


He had not had a revival effort 
in the thirteen years of his pas- 
torate. They had no Sunday night 
service. The pastor, who believed 
the Bible and was an earnest and 
good man, yet largely followed 
Dr. Chafer’s teaching in not giv- 
ing an invitation, etc. About one 
hundred people claimed Christ in 
the meetings I had there, fully 
half of them, I judge, members 
of the church who had never 
previously been converted, they 
said.

About 11:00 a. m. Mr, Moody 
announced as the next subject, 
“How can we get the people in- 
terested in the Word of God?” 

Rev. Mr. Needham opened the 
discussion as follows: “There are 
two classes of people-—-the Chris- 
tian people and the outsiders. We 
can never make the outsiders, I 
think, have an interest in the 
Word of God until the Christian 
people show their interest in it. 

“I think, in the first place, we 


will help people to greater in- 
terest in the study of Scripture 
by ourselves showing that we 
have a firm and unwavering con- 
viction in our souls that it 1s 
indeed the Word of God. 

“I think we ought to try to 
make people interested in the 
study of the Oijid Testament 
Scriptures. I was reading only 


today what Paul said to Timothy 
‘And that from a child thou hast 
known the holy Scriptures, which 


are able to make thee wise unto 
salvation.’ There was no New 
Testament then. The Old Testa- 


ment Scriptures, which Timothy 
had been taught by his mother and 
grandmother, were able to make 
him wise unto salvation. The Lord 
Jesus said, ‘Moses wrote of me. 
If we had no New Testament at 
all, we have the gospel of salva- 
tion in the Old: and if we can 
interest the people in the topics 
and teachings of the Old Testa- 
ment, it will be a great help to 
them—if we give them the key 
whereby that we have the gospel 
taught in the Old Testament 
Scriptures. I was looking up the 
subject the other day, and Il 
found over eight hundred refer- 
ences in the New Testament to 
the Old, and in the New Testa- 
ment alone there are two hun- 
dred and fifty references to the 
Pentateuch! The Lord Jesus 
Christ and His disciples quoted 
largely from the Old Testament. 

“*The words that I speak unto 
you, they are spirit, and they are 
life.’ ‘Lazarus, come forth,’ The 
dead came to life at His bidding. 
I do not believe we can have any 
conversion until we preach the 
Word of God—not only our com- 
ments upon it, but the Word it- 
self, 

“It is the word of regeneration. 
‘Of his own will begat he us with 
the word of truth,’ says James, and 
Peter adds, ‘Being born again, not 
of corruptible seed, but of incor- 
ruptible, by the word of God.’ 

“Now, we know regeneration is 
of the Spirit of God, but it is 
the Spirit of God using the Word. 
It is life imparting. 

“Then we are told again that it 
4s by the Word men are saved. 
We are told in James’ epistle and 
elsewhere that it is the word of 
Salvation: ‘Now is the word of 
Salvation sent.’ 

“Then again it is 
which believers are sanctified. If 
I know that I have His Word by 
which I am sanctified, I will have 
an interest in it if I am a santi- 
fied man, ‘Santify them through 
thy truth.’ ‘Now ye are clean 
through the word which I have 
spoken unto you.’ 

“Then again the Word of God 
is given for the spiritual growth

of the believer. There can be no 
Browth in spiritual life apart 
from the Word itself. It is the 


air we breathe, the food we take 
into our spiritual system. You 
remember what Peter said: ‘As 
newborn babes, desire the sincere 
milk of the word.’ 

“A great many of us are stunt- 
ed. We are spiritual dwarfs. We 
have not grown because we have 
been feeding upon our feelings 
and our experience. If we are 
meditating upon God’s Word day 
and night, it will become bone, 
muscle and sinew in our spiritual 
manhood, _

of God is a shield. Make believers 
understand that it is a shield and 
they will become interested. “By 
the word of thy lips I have kept.

The Scriptures are not only a 
shield to keep us from the darts 
of the wicked one, but will save

us from heresy and from evil 
doctrine. 

“It may be Scotland is not a

been guarded from a great many 


evils because the Scotch have 
been taught from childhood . the 
value and use of the Scriptures. 
When a Scotchman has become 
converted he has something to 
fall back upon. Mormonism and 
Spiritualism never made any ad- 
vance in Scotland. 

“Not only that, but the Word 


of God is a sword. Oh! my friends,

‘It is writ- 
ten.’ 

“Then again the Word of God 


is light. We don’t want to follow 
the light of reason, not one jot or 
title, unless that reason is in 
harmony with the Word of God. 
‘Thy word is a lamp unto my feet, 
and a light unto my path.’ 


“The Word of God is a seed. 
That is another emblem. If we 
are sowing chaff we can never 


reap anything.
